Democracy is still upon its trial 
The civil genius of our people is 
its bulwark, and neither laws nor 
monuments, neither battleships nor 
public libraries, nor great 
papers, nor booming stocks; neither 
mechanical invention nor political 
adroitness, nor churches nor uni 
versities nor civil service examina 
tions can save us from degenera 
tion if the inner-mystery be lost 
That mystery consists of nothing 
but two common habits carried into 
public life habits more precious 
perhaps, than any other that human 
life has gained one of them is 
the habit of a trained and disci 
plined good temper toward the oppo- 
site party when it fairly wins its in- 
nings. The other is that of fierce 
and merciless resentment toward 
every man or set of men who break 
the public peace

In the years since the war thers 
has been a tendency to forget 
these common habits in intolerant 
and angry disputatiousness.

Yet, whether in a nation, a gov 
ernment, a civil body or a society 
the usefulness for which the or 
ganization was created depends on 
the willingness of all to fight for 
their beliefs, so that the will of the 
majority may be expressed intelli 
gently and honestly. Thereafter 
the obligation of a democratic peo 
ple is to protect decisions and
